The Hol Wong grounded on 
the Bombay Reef; NE of tho 
Paracels, 450 miles South of tho 
Colony, on Monday.

A spokesman ior the agents 
of the 3,205-ton ship, carrying 
1,000 tong of general cargo from 
the Chinese Communist port of 
Swatow to Singapore, said that 
according to reports from’ the 
master of the ship, Captain J. 
B‘orkenes, “not much damage 
has deen ‘done to the ship.” 

Further communication with 
the master of ono of the tugs, 
confirmed that the weather was 
moderating, and the savell wags 
dying down. 

When all the passengers have 
been taken off the grounded 
fhip, further attempts will be 
made to refloat her. The tug 
master hae reported, “prospects 
of getting her afloat are new 
much brighter.”
